Dogs Off Streets 


It is evident that the dog has 
had his day, and from now on will 


have to be conspicuous by his ab- 
sence from the streets of Menlo 
Park if he values his life and good 
health, according to an ordinance 
adopted by the City Council at its 
meeting Tuesday evening, and pub- 
lished elsewhere in this issue of the 
Recorder. 

The ordinance is labeled ‘“Emerg- 
ency Legislation” and prohibits the 
running at large of dogs, cats, and 
“other animals’ and was adopted 
as a safeguard to the spread of 
“rabies” in this community. By the 
terms of the ordinance animals 
must: 

(1) Be kept penned up, or (2) be 
muzzled and on a leash if taken 
upon the public streets, or (3) bear 
metal certificates indicating that 
anti-rabies serum has been inject- | 
ed with the past year. 

This ordinance will be rigidly en- 
forced by the palice and health de-| 
partments. 

A tentative map for a new Valpa- 
raiso subdivision was submitted by 
City Engineer Bert Mehl. The new | 
tract will be composed of eight lots 
having a total area of 9.4 acres, and 
will be served by a cul-de-sac road- | 
way entering from Valparaiso ave-| 
nue between the Alameda de las) 
Pulgas and San Mateo drive. 

The tract was accepted by the 
council on the basis of the tenta-, 
tive map presented.

Two hundred additional trees 
were ordered purchased from Thos. ;

Dunn It is understood that a con- 
tract similar to one made with 
Stentiford last year will be draw 
up, under which he will take care 
of the trees for a period of three 
years.

situation so sad, but Truth can 
rescue us and lift us to higher 
heights. Mary Baker Eddy writes 
(Science and Health, with Key 
to the Scriptures, p. 393):

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ELECTRIC SERVICE WITH SAFETY 


Care of Electrical Appliances. 


Sometimes we hear of electrical 
eppliances, particularly flatirons, 
which have been in constant use for 
many years. As with most other mer- 
chandise, there are differences in 
quality of electrical appliances, the 
best ones lasting longer than those 
of inferior workmanship and ma- 
terials. The useful life of all of them 
can be prolonged by reasonable care 
in handling, and inspection from 
time to time will hélp to keep them 
safe. 

It seems hardly necessary to warn 
against leaving electric flatirons 
connected to the circuit, but over 
heated flatirons have been responsi- 
ble for more fires than any other 
electric appliance. Most of these 
fires occur when the operator has 
left home without disconnecting the 
iron. When irons are connected to 
sockets of pendent cords, and are 
controlled by switches in the sockets 
or by wall switches, there may be 
no indication to show when the cur- 
rent is on or off, and sometimes 
when one thinks he is turning the 
iron off, he really turns it «n. The 
way to make sure that an iron is off 
is to disconnect the cord. Red bull’s- 
eye lamps, built in conjunction with 
wall switches are available and are 
effective safeguards against leaving 
irons or other appliances connected. 
So long as the red light shows, the 
appliance is connected to the circuit. 

Appliances, especially flatirons, 
should be connected to convenience 
outlets in the wall, rather than to 
lamp sockets. Pendents are usually 
designed for supplying lamp bulbs 
only and the pendent wires are usu- 
ally of too small capacity to proper- 
ly supply appliances. This is espe- 
cially true of the wires used in living 
and dining-room fixtures. 

The newer types of automatic 
flatirons have mechanisms which 


automatically turn off the current 
when the iron gets too hot. From 
the fire hazard point of view, auto- 
matic irons are safer than the non- 
automatic type. 

In general, electrical appliances 


Washing machines must necessarily be 
used in the vicinity of water so that 
special precautions are advisable. Con- 
venience outlets with insulating covers 
are preferred to pendent cords. Metal 
sockets as shown here should not be 
used in this location.

should not be used close to water or 
in damp places but this cannot be 
avoided in some cases, particularly 
in the case of electric washing 
machines. These machines must 
necessarily be used around water 
pipes and are sometimes used on 
damp earth. For these reasons 
special precaviions should be em- 
ployed in their use.

but getting a motor wet may reduce 
its insulation qualities. Tha cord is 
the more likely to become defectiva 
Only Underwriters’ labeled rubber. 
sheathed cords of good quality 
should be used on washing machines 
and these should be replaced when 
they become worn. 

The surest way to Safeguard 
against shock from insulation break- 
down in washing machines ig to have 
an electrician connect a special Wire 
between the frame of the washer 
and a water pipe, and to take care 
to see that the wire does not become 
broken and that connections at each 
end remain secure. With such a con- 
nection any failure of insulation 
which might create a dangerous con- 
dition will immediately be indicated 
by the blowing of the fuse. 

As a secondary precaution, it 4: 
advisable to connect the washer to 
a convenience outlet in the wall 
rather than to a pendent socket, and 
the outlet should have a cover plate 
of insulating material. A wall outlet 
can be controlled by a wall SWitch, 
which is the most convenient and 
safest arrangement. Where washing 
machines would otherwise be used 
on earth, a raised wooden platform 
large enough to take both the ma- 
chine and the operator, in addition 
to the protective grounding wire, 
constitutes a double safeguard. 

Sometimes when vacuum cleaners 
are run against steam radiators or 
touch some other metal which makes 
electriea] contact with the ground, 
sparks occur and a fuse blows out. 
This is an indication that insulation 
is defective at some point. It is 
likely that the cord has worn out 
where it enters the cleaner and a 
wire is touching the metal casa. A 
prompt repair is advisable,

Section 1. It shall be unlawful 


for any person owning, having an 
interest in, harboring or having the 
care, charge, custody or possession

Section 4: Officers or persons 
capturing any dog, cat or other 


animal under the provisions of this 
ordinance may separately confine 
in some safe place such dog, cat or 
other animal and report the capture 
to the Health Officer of the City

able of carrying or transmitting 
rabies and | or other animal dis- 
eases dangerous to human beings to 
allow or permit such dog, cat or 
other animal to go on the public 
streets in any manner, or to go free 
or run at large in or upon any pub- 
lic place or street in the City of 
Menlo Park, unless such dog, cat or 
other animal has been vaccinated 
with canine rabies vaccine (one in- 
jection or other approved method) 
within a period of twelve montps, 
or unless said dog, cat or other 
animal is held on leash and is ap- 
propriately and effectually muzzled. 
Section 2: Said vaccinations 
shall be performed by the health 
officer, or any duly qualified and li- 
censeqd physician or veterinarian 
The persons vaccinating said dog 
shall issue certificates of vaccina- 
tion on blanks furnished by them or 
the City. Every person owning, hav- 
ing custody or contral of any dog 
so vaccinated shall present said 
certificate of vaccination to the 
‘health officer, who shall issue an 
| official vaccination tag which shall 
{be securely fastened to a_ collar, 
which collar must at all times be 
worn by such vaccinated dog. It 
shall be unlawful to attach an of- 
) ficial vaccination tag to any dog 
| unless the same has been duly vac- 
cinated as herein provided. 
Section 2: The Chief of Police 
and the members of his force or

,such dog, cat or other animal to 
the examination of the Health Of- 
ficer or hig representative, and it 
shall be the duty of the Health 
Officer, when called upon, to 
examine or have examined such 
dog, cat or other animal, to ascer- 
tain whether such dog, cat or other 
animal is affected with rabies or 
other animal disease injurious or 
harmful to numan beings. The cost 
and | or continement of any such 
dog, cat or other animal shall be 
chargeable to and borne by the 
person owning, having an interest 
in, harboring or having the care, 
charge, custody or possession of 
such dog, cat or other animal. 
Section 5: Whenever the owner 
or person having the custody or pos- 
session of the animal shall observe 
or learn that such animal shows 
symptoms of rabies or other animal 
disease harmful or dangerous to 
human beings they shall immedi- 
ately notify the Health Officer or 
his representative to make an in- 
spection or examination of such 
animal, at their own cost and ex- 
pense, until it shall be established 
to the satisfaction of said official 
that such animal hag or has not 
the rabies or other animal disease 
harmful or injurious to human be- 
ings. If it shall appear to the Health 
Officer or to his representative 
upon reasonable examination of the 
said animal that the said animal 
has rabies or other animl disease 
harmful and dangerous to human 
beings, he shall have the power to 
kil] and destroy the animal forth-

Section 6: It is 
vided that the peovisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to any 
dog, cat or other annima] while the 
same is kept and confined in a suf- 
ficient and adequately enclosure, or 
if the same while not in an ade- 
quate enclosure, is kept on leash 
and securely muzzled, or if the 
same is vaccinated in accordance 
with the provisions herein.

Section 7: Any person violating 

any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction there- 
of, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $10.00 or more than 
$100.00, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of not more 
than 100 days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
“Section 8: This ordinance is 
hereby declared to be an ordinance 
for the immediate preservation of 
the public health, welfare and safe- 
ty, on the ground and for the rea- 
son that there now exists in the 
City of Menlo Park an epidemic of 
rabies and unless the same is con- 
trolled, the public health will not 
receive proper and adequate pro- 
tection. This Ordinance shall, 
therefore, take effect immediately 
and shall be published once in the 
Menlo Park Recorder, a newspaper, 
printed, published and circulated in 
‘the City of Menlo Park. 


Introduced this 21st day of De- 
cember, 1937. 

Passed and adopted as an Ordi- 
nance of the City of Menlo Park,

Pays #83 71,000 


in City, County and District Taxes 


Pacific Gas and Electric Company will pay $8,371,000 
in local taxes upon its properties for the fiscal year 
1937-38. Payment to cities and counties of first 
installments, aggregating more than $5,500,000, has 


just been completed. 


The Company is the largest taxpayer in California; 
and the largest also in twenty-five counties served by 
our lines. In some counties we pay from 50 to 60 per 
cent of the total taxes collected. 


In addition to property and franchise taxes levied 
by cities, counties and districts, we pay a state corpo- 
ration franchise tax of $334,000, a tax for the state 
unemployment fund amounting to $440,000, a sales 
tax aggregating $402,000 and motor vehicle license 
and gasoline taxes of about $97,000. 


Then there are federal taxes—taxes on income, on 
sales of electricity for domestic and commercial pur- 
poses, on capital stock, on bond interest and for the 
Social Security fund, all of which bring the grand 
total of the Company’s tax appropriations for 1937 to 
more than $15,000,000. This is 15 per cent of our 
entire annual income—$41,000 per day or $1,700 


every hour of every day.
